It was extremely 
disturbing to learn that ZELLE not only had not seen GWELLER, but had no in- 
formation on the case from the time when it had first been brought to his at- 
tention on the evening of 16 June. Seoondly, I was shocked to discover that 
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MUELLER bad been ordered to drop contact with CANINIUS and had been sent to 
Stuttgart to await further orders. I asked where CANINIUS was and was met 
by a circle of blank faces. He was allegedly sonewhere in the vicinity of 
Monich, Despite the temptation to remonstrate strongly on this point, I 
felt that I could not do so at the moment and probably also would have gained 
nothing by tackling such a large group.
